"Ticks originally acquire 
the infection by feeding upon som«

attaches itself to a person It way 
•within a few hours start feeding 
upon It's victim's blood, and Intro- 
duce the infection Into the person's 
blood stream. 
, 
Tall grass and bushes along an- 


imal runs, streams and edges of 
wooded areas often may be tick 
Infested. 
"For persons 
who enter 
tick 
areas there IB the simple precaution 
of regularly—two or three times 
each day—examining all the cloth- 
ing, the hair, and the entire body 
for the presence of ticks. If they 
are found, they should be removed 
with tweezers rather than with th« 
fingers, and the hands should be 
washed 
Immediately 
and 
thor- 


oughly after holding ticks tn avoid 
infection. If the head of the tick 
has been fastened Into the skin, an 
iiritant such as tincture of Iodine 
Ehould be applied to cause It to re- 
move its head. 
"About a thousand cases of tick 


fever occur each year In the Unit- 
ed States, in all but a very fev? 
btates, and mortality of unvaccin- 
ated cases Is very high. The tick 
season extends from late Febru- 
ary through August, or in some 
parts of the countrfy, later.
